men are Sheridan’s prisoners of war. | 

Acting with his usual decision, Sher- 
idan placed his captives in care of a 
provost guard, and sent them at once 
to the rear, Those which escaped, he 
ordered the flery Custer to pursue with 
brand and vengeance; and they were 
pressed far into the desolate forest, 
spent and hungry, many falling by the 
way of wounds or exhaustion, many 
pressed down by hoofs or sabre-stroke, 
any many picked up in mercy <£ and sent 
back to rejoin their brethren in bonds. 
We captured in all fully six thousand 
prisoners. Gen. Sheridan’ estimated 
them modestly at five thousand, but the 
Provost Marshal’ assured me that he 
had a line four abréast a full mile long. 
I entirely bear him out, having ridden 
for forty minutes in a direction oppo- 
site to that they were taking, and grow- 
ing weary at last of counting or of see- 
ing them. They were fine, hearty fel- 
lows almost all Vi irginians, and seemed 
to take their capture not unkindly. 

Thus ended the splendid victory of 
Hive Forks, the least biéody tous but 
the most ‘proportionate to numbers en- 
gaged, that has been fought during the 
war. We captured four ¢ cannons, an 
ambulance train and baggage teams, 
eight thousand m vuskets and twenty- 
eight battle-flags. Gen. Longstreet, it 
is shoughts commanded.
